Railroads of Cuba because of its nationalization of safd Railroad°

In our decision entitled the Claim of Edward Ro.Smith (Claim Noo CU=5001

which we incorporate herein by reference), we held.-that the.properties of

the Railroad were nationalized or otherwise taken bytNe Governme’nt of Cuba¯

on October 13, 1960, and that this type of claim is compensable to an

American national under the facts and conditions set forth therein. We need

not again detail here the reasons or the method used in determining the

value per $i,000o00 bond of $1,189008 including interest to October 13, 1960o

On the basis of evidence in the record in the instant, case, the Com-

mission finds that Sylvia Ro Seiden, Deceased, and Linda Mindel, Stanley

Mindel and Fay S~hankman, successors under her wfll, come within the terms

of the Smith decision; that they were American nati~onals at the requisite

time~; that they owned and succeeded t~, .resp~ct~ely~ twenty 3% Income

Debentures in the total face a~o~.~t of $20,000°00 since prfor to October 13,

1960; and that they s~ffered and succeeded to a loss in. the amount of

$23,781.60 within the meaning of Title V of the Act° Further, the Commis~

sion finds that the amoun~ of loss sustained shall be increased by interest



thereon at the rate of 6% per annum from Oc~tober 13, 1960, the date of loss,

to the date on which provisions are made for ~he settlement thereof. (See

Smith, supra°)
